EAST CHICAGO, Ind., July 1. 
—Secretary of Labor Perkins de- 
fended at Washington tonight the 
leadership of John L. Lewis’ CIO 
and forecast settlement of the 
seven-state steel strike as 12,500 
jubilant mill workers here hailed 
an “armistice” with Inland steel. 

While speakers in congress as- 
sailed the government’s stand in 
the 36-day-old controversy, Sec- 
retary Perkins released a report of 
the unsuccessful federal mediation 
board. 

The report declared the refusal 
of the four strike-besieged steel 
companies to enter into any agree- 
ment with the CIO Steel Workers’ 
Organizing Committee “is not the 
way to industrial peace.” 

Answers Girdler. 

Miss Perkins, at a press confer- 
ence; defended the CIO leader- 
ship, asserting the Affiliated 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
and United Mi Workers had 
long records of fidelity to their 
contracts. 

Tom Girdler, Republic Steel 
Corporation chairman, had 
charged before the mediation 
board that the CIO was wholly ir- 
responsible. 

Criticism of President Roosevelt 
in relation to the strike came from 
Representative Ditter, Republican, 
Pennsylvania, and Senator Ellen- 
der, Democrat, Louisiana. ae 

“What is it that seals his lips?” 
Ditter asked his colleagues. 

Swift dispute arose over claims 
of victory in the Inland steel set- 
tlement. 

CIO leaders announced a “vic- 
tory rally” to celebrate the truce 
pact at East Chicago tomorrow. 

“We Signed Nothing.” 

Inland spokesmen held a differ- 
ent viewpoint. Vice President 
Clarence B. Randall declared, 

“We signed nothing. We made 
no agreement with anybody. The 
CIO simply accepted, through 
Governor Townsend, of Indiana, 
provisions of our labor policy.” 

The three other members of the 
strike-seiged “little steel” group, 
meanwhile, gave no sign of fol- 
lowing Inland’s lead with a “third 
party” agreement.

Newsman Testifies Po- 
lice Fired First and Di- 
rectly Into Marchers. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—(UP). 
Ralph Beck, Chicago reporter who 
witnessed the Memorial Day steel 
strike riot in which 10 persons 
were killed, testified today he saw 
policemen fire directly into the 
crowd of demonstrators. 

Beck told the senate civil lib- 
erties committee the first shot in 
the fatal melee came from the po- 
lice after one of the demonstrat- 
ors had thrown a branch of a tree 
at the officers. 

Beck’s testimony varied on sev- 
eral points with that of Chicago 
police officers. They testified 
that the marchers were in bellig- 
erent mood and shouted vile epi- 
thets at the officers. Beck, who 
said he was with the » foremost 
police, heard no threats, he tes- 
tified. 

Beck also contradicted  testi- 
mony by the officers commanding 
the squad at the’ Republic Steel 
Company plant that the policemen 
were not fed by the steel company. 

“Where did the police eat?”

Great Britain and France 
to Refuse Proposal to 
Recognize Franco as a 
Belligerent, Is Authori- 
tative Report in London. 


NON - INTERVENTION. 
MAY BE ABANDONED 


England Is Displeased by 
Duce and Hitler’s Stand 
Against Efforts to Sal- 
vage Neutrality Set-Up. 


LONDON, July 1—(4)—Au- 
thoritative quarters tonight fore- 
cast that Britain and France to- 
morrow will reject a proposal 
from Germany and Italy that they 
accord belligerent rights to both 
parties in the Spanish civil war. 

The proposal, it was expected, 
will be put forward in a critical 
meeting of the directing subcom- 
mittee of the 27-nation noninter- 
vention committee. 

It will be a counter move to the 
offer of France and Britain to re- 
store the naval patrol of Spanish 
coasts by using their own -ships 
in place of those Italy and Ger- 
many withdrew last week. Berlin 
and Rome turned down that 
scheme in Tuesday’s meeting of 
the subcommittee. 

Britain Highly Displeased. 

The possibility was seen that the 
whole nonintervention effort 
might be abandoned tomorrow. 
British officials remained silent, 
but it was learned government 
leaders have been highly displeas- 
ed by the Italo-German stand 
against Britain’s efforts to salvage 
international co-operation to keep 
the Spanish war from spreading. 

British official opinion was rep- 
resented as convinced that the 
Anglo-French proposal, which in- 
cluded an fofer to take neutral 
observers aboard British and 
French warships in the patrol, as- 
sured impartiality. 

Insurgents To Gain. 

On the other hand it was be- 
lieved that the Insurgents in Spain 
would gain a great advantage if 
the naval patrol were dropped and 
belligerent rights were granted. 

Both Germany and Italy al- 
ready have recognized the Insur- 
gent Junta as the government of 
Spain. Granting of belligerent 
rights would not mean British and 
French recognition of the Insur- 
gents, but would give them rights 
hitherto withheld, such as_ the 
right to maintain a blockade.

Treasury Attorney 
Charges 154 Trusts Or- 
ganized by 7 Individuals. 


WASHINGTON, July 1—(4)— 
Congressional investigators heard 
from a treasury attorney today 
that seven individuals had savéd 
more than $1,750,000 by splitting 
income among 154 trusts. 

Sixty-four of these trusts, said 
sandy-haired young Paul W. Bru- 
ton, of the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau, were established by Louis 
Blaustein, of Baltimore, Md., for 
his wife and three children. He 
estimated the income tax saving 
in this instance at $400,000 to 
$573,222 for 1934 alone. 

Bruton said Blaustein was the 
organizer of Lord Baltimore Fill- 
ing Stations, Inc, and the Ameri- 
can Oil Company. 

In 1934, he said, sale of the 
Blaustein oil interests to the 
Standard Oil Company, of Indi- 
ana, gave promise of a tremendous 
profit. 

64 Trusts Created. 

In October of that year, he 
continued, Blaustein created the 
64 trusts, transferred 277,500 
shares of oil stock to them and 
promptly sokd the stock to Stand- 
ard Oil. The profit, Bruton said, 
was $3,697,243, and resulted in 
taxable income of $1,543,572. 

Under questioning by Repre-

Mother-in-Law Boils Case 


Reported by Physician 

WASHINGTON, July 1.—() 
A case of “mother-in-law” boils 
was reported today to the Unit- 
ed State Public Health Serv- 
ice. 

Dr. Karl A. Menninger, of 
Topeka, Kan., said in a report 
to the Health Officer, publica- 
tion of the service, that he had 
recently treated a young mar- 
ried woman who broke out with 
severe boils every time her 
mother-in-law came to see her. 
They disappeared immediately 
after she left, he added. 

This psychological phenome- 
non, unrecognized by most phy- 
sicians, Dr. Menninger = said, 
causes “actual, visible tissue- 
destructive injuries” which are 
the result of suggestion alone.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—(2)— 
The senate refused today to make 
a $65,000,000 increase in a pro-, 
posed three-year outlay to help 
tenants become farm owners. 

Administration supporters over- 
whelmed an amendment by Sena- 
tor Connally, Democrat, Texas, to

14 U. S. Women Are Among 
200 Presented to British’ 
Rulers. 


LONDON, July 1.--(4)—Four- 
teen American women were pre- 
sented to King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth tonight among 
200 debutantes and matrons at 
the season’s third royal court in 
Buckingham Palace. 

The King wore the blue-grey 
uniform of marshal of the Royal 
Air Force—marking the first ap- 
pearance for such a. uniform at 
court. 

The Queen for the first time 
wore the lower part of her 
crown. It consisted of a regal cir- 
clet with fleur-de-lis and crosses 
in diamonds with the famous 
Kohinoor diamond glittering in the 
center.

Business as a whole has always demon- 
strated its ability to surmount any hurdle 
placed in its path, and whatever form the new 
system for Georgia takes it will not prove an 
unconqguerable barrier. That much is certain. 

Great care must be exercised in the adop- 
tion of a tax classification system under which 
intangibles will be expected to assume their fair 
share of the burden of government support. 
Hitherto the great bulk of this type of prop- 
erty, faced with a tax rate under Georgia’s 
archaic system which amounted practically to 
confiscation, has not appeared in the tax di- 
gests. The legislature, in deciding upon a rate 
of taxation which will be large enough to equal- 
ize the tax load between real property and in- 
tangibles and at the same time not so heavy 
that it will drive capital and investments out 
of the state, must proceed with utmost caution. 
They must strike the happy medium which will 
automatically bring about the desired result. 

The state is faced with a shortage of reve- 
nue, largely caused by the failure of the voters 
to approve prohibition repeal and the substi- 
tution of a licensed control system for liquor, 
which will necessitate the imposition of addi- 
tional taxes. This problem again calls for care- 
ful deliberation. 

Business can well afford to continue its ad- 
vance, confident that the legislature will tackle 
the tax reform problem with due regard for the 
interests of every citizen and every enterprise 
in the state. 

At the same time, business may take new 
courage from the evidenced determination by 
the Governor and his advisers to devote all the 
time needed to advance study and a thorough 
understanding of the task to be undertaken be- 
fore the extra session is called. 

There will be no hurried enactment of in- 
sufficiently considered legislation, which deci- 
sion is in itself a reassurance to all Georgia 
that the tax reforms to be achieved will be 
based upon justice to the taxpayers as a whole 
and with full benefit of conservatism and mod- 
eration. 


UNCONTROLLED MILITARISTS 

The serious clash between the armed forces 
of Japan and Russia along the Amur river 
again emphasizes the grave threat to the peace 
not only of the Far East. but of the world, 
contained in the provision of the Japanese con- 

_ Stitution which makes the army and navy of 
that nation independent of the diplomatic 
branch of the government. 

The islands in the Amur. river, which forms 
part of the boundary line between Manchoukuo 
and Russian Siberia, have long been a source 
of dispute between the Japanese-dominated 
State of Manchoukuo and the Russians. de- 
Spite the fact that these narrow strips of land 
have little or no‘real or strategic value. 

Both Manchoukuo and Russia have claimed 
the islands and for many months the foreign 
offices of the Japanese, Manchoukuean and 
Russian governments have sought a basis on 
which the dispute could be permanently ad- 
justed. Only a few days ago it was announced 

, that an agreement had been reached whereby 

“the armed forces of all three nations would be 
Withdrawn, leaving the islands as a kind of 
no man’s land. 

No sooner, however, had the diplomats of 
the three nations achieved this apparently 
sound solution of the problem than the mili- 
tary forces of the two nations clashed.. It mav 
be that the Japanese militarists were not re- 
sponsible, but, certainly, they have been guilty 
of deliberate aggressions in so many similar 
Situations in the past as to lead to the sus- 
picion that they have again taken deliberate 
action to undo results secured by the diplo- 
matic’ branch of their government. 

Less than a year ago the Hirota govern- 
ment in Tokyo had completed friendly and co- 
operative negotiations with the Chinese Na- 
tionalist government, only to have the Japa- 
nese army launch an attack against Peking on 
the most shallow of excuses. 

One of the unfortunate phases of the pres- 
ent situation is that, should Russia become in-

volved in a serious conflict with Japan, Hitler 
might seize the opportunity to take steps he 
would not dare attempt if Russia were free to 
throw its entire force against Germany. 

Sooner or later the anomalous situation in 
the Japanese government which permits the 
militarists openly to defy the cabinet will be 
ended by the Japanese people themselves. When 
that time comes the peace of the world will be 
far more secure than it is now. 


GEORGIA’S NEW DEAL BEGINS 

The first of July marked the official in- 
auguration of the ‘New Deal” for Georgia. On 
that date the fiscal year, changed to corre- 
spond with the federal government’s fiscal 
year, began. New methods of improving health, 
security, happiness and education in Georgia 
began operation. 

Georgia today is marching with the fed- 
eral government, for the first time, in its pro- 
gram to bring security to all citizens, to care 
for those handicapped by age, sickness or mis- 
fortune and to extend a helping hand, where 
needed, to the men, women and children who 
have been “forgotten citizens” of the past. 

Possibilities of enhanced human happiness 
in the state, under the new program, are 
boundless. 

The program of old-age benefits, help for 
the blind and for dependent children is now in 
operation, with one-half of the funds required 
furnished by the federal government. This will 
not only provide regular monthly checks for 
these needy ones, but will pour into the busi- 
ness channels of the state a new flood of 
money. 

Free school books for all students in the 
state-supported schools, with increased salaries 
for teachers and a revised curriculum promise 
a great stride forward in education. Added 
funds strengthen the arm of the forces work- 
ing to reduce or eliminate many contagious 
diseases ‘in the state and to spread the gospel 
of proper sanitation and health protection 
into every corner of every county. 

Shortly there will be installed a state high- 
way patrol, with a system of state drivers’ 
licenses, which contains the possibility of a 
vast improvement in safety upon the highways 
of the state. 

Eleemosynary institutions have been pro- 
vided larger funds for their operations and new 
buildings are being planned in many places 
where needed. Higher education, through the 
University System of Georgia, is given greater 
financial support and many forward steps are 
being taken in the program to give young Geor- 
gians such opportunities for advanced training 
in their native state that the flow of youthful 
ability and enthusiasm away from the state will 
be checked. 

The opportunities for a greater and a hap- 
pier Georgia inherent in the new program are 
practically unlimited. Its success depends upon 
the faithfulness and efficiency of its admin- 
istration. Its results can only be told when the 
record is finally written. 


THE MARCH GOES ON 
The report on business, agricultural and in- 
dustrial activities in the sixth federal reserve 
district for May reveals a steady continuance 
of that improvement in practically all lines 
which has been the most significant phase of 
the new prosperity in the southeast. 


Retail trade, building activity, farm in- 
come, investments, coal mining and other in- 
terests in Atlanta and Georgia and the dis- 
trict showed distinct advances, with a slight 
decline in the price of cotton practically the 
only adverse item. : 

The regular advances in all lines of ma- 
terial effort in the sixth district, which have 
been noted month by month for the past two 
or three years, evidence a combination of two 
factors in southeastern conditions of the pres- 
ent day. 

The first is the general improvement in 
business and industry which, except for. those 
localized areas where labor troubles or other 
unpredictable factors have disrupted normal 
conditions, is notable all over the nation. 

The second is the increasing realization by 
business interests that the southeast is the logi- 
cal area for industrial expansion and agricul- 
tural development. The many advantages of 
this area, in climate, natural resources and the 
dependability of the people, are, day by day, 
compelling recognition by industrial and finan- 
cial leaders all over the world. 

There is a new day of development and ex- 
pansion dawning for the southeast and, in not 
sO many years, historians will write -of the 
present time that it marked the inauguration 
of a new industrial and commercial empire of 
this section of the United States. |

(From the New Orleans Times-Picayune.) 

Cables from Turin say Italian engineers have 
reached the blueprint stage of their project to 
flood some of the low regions of Ethiopia and 
turn them into an inland lake. This would be 
done through a channel to the Red sea. The an- 
nouncgment says nothing of any plan which may 
have been devised to build new dams on the 
Blue Nile and use its waters for irrigation, as 
the lower Nile supplies irrigation for Egypt from 
the mighty Aswan project. The scheme is known 
to have been in Italy’s mind for years, and 
played an important part in her conquest of 
Ethiopia, 

As Emil Ludwig pointed out in his masterly 
book, “The Nile,” damming the Blue, or Abys- 
Sinian, branch might have a tremendous effect 
upon the lower stream. Such a project has been 
considered by various groups, but, according to 
Ludwig, England saw in it disaster to Egypt. The 
idea is known to have played a_part in the bit- 
ter sanctions discussion, and the British refusal 
to close the Suez canal to the transport of Italian 
troops and munitions.

I use the word “official” broadly to include everybody from a 
street cleaner up. As the functions of modern government increased, 
the number and variety of government employes have increased tre- 
mendously. Nevertheless, it would be far-fetched to assume that 
a biologist working for the Department of Agriculture is any more 
important per se than a biologist working for a fertilizer company. 
They may even be doing the same job.

rumant has been allowed to 
rise in this administration in sen- 
ate, cabinet or elsewhere able to 
shine by anything, but reflected 
light. As someone else said, “They 
are of such stature that, in a room 
crowded with them, nobody would 
be remembered but the President.” 

Unlike Lincoln, Cleveland and 


uTeddy Roosevelt, Franklin Roose- 
velt has sought not the best tools, 


but the most subservient ones and 
then supplied what they lacked of 
energy and talent by being him- 
self, like Mussolini, minister of ev- 
erything. It has been masterful 
and brilliant but like the one- 
man empires of Charlemagne, 
Alexander, Napoleon, Mussolini, 
and Hitler—what happens when 
the mainspring breaks? 

This tendency, already so mark- 
ed, has been multiplied and in- 
tensified by the reorganization pro- 
posals for the executive and ju- 
diciary. The executive is to be- 
come more than ever the sole 
moving force of government and

I 
could fill this page with similar 
facets of common sense from the 
pages of this interesting and in- 
structive autobiography of one of

PROMISED JURORS 


General Revision of Crime 
Investigating Methods To 
Be Made at Once. 


A general revision of crime in- 
vestigating methods of Fulton 
county police was promised a 
grand jury committee yesterday by 
county commissioners. 

Grand jury members express- 
ed Jissatisfaction with the method 
employed by county officers in in- 
vestigating ‘he traffic death of 
E. E. Mitchell, a pedestrian, who 
was struck and killed by a car 
driven by McCoy Harrison on 
Chattahoochee avenue, near the 
Seaboard shops, May 23. 

No report of the accident had 
been made to the solicitor’s office 
until several weeks after the fa- 
tality, the grand jury was told. 
The conference yesterday was 
called at the request of C. C. 
Chamberlain, jury foreman, in an 
effort to determine if the county 
officers had been lax in investi- 
gating the accident, which involv- 
ed the nephew of FE. G. Fitzgerald, 
county officer. 

Harrison was indicted last Fri- 
tlay on an involuntary manslaugh- 
ter charge after the victim’s father 
had complained to the solicitor’s 
office. Police said an oral report 
had been made. 

Results of the investigation yes- 
terday proved the grand jurors 
and the county officers had re- 
eeived entirely different reports 
of the accident and under the evi- 
dence uncovered by the police, 
there had been no violation of the 
law, the accident being held un- 
avoidable: Grand jury witnesses 
had testified the Harrison car was 
traveling at an excessive rate of 
speed, 

Commissioner Edwin F. John- 
son, chairman of the police com- 
mittee, assured the grand jurors 
that complete investigations of 
fatalities, robberies and burglar- 
ies would be made in the future 
and that a copy of written reports 
would be turned over to the so- 
licitor’s office immediately after 
they were made by the officers. 

A meeting of the county police 
force will be called and officers 
will be instructed in investigat- 
ing crimes, Johnson said. 

The commissioners exonerated 
Officers Fitzgerald, Lieutenant W. 
A. Wells and all others who in- 
vestigated the accident of, any 
“suspicion that they covered up 
to protect a fellow officer.” 

Sound-proofing of ,the grand 
jury room-will begin immediately, 
the commissioners promised the 
jurors.

Veteran Educator Ends Service 


As Head of School for the Deat 


James C. Harris Retires After 21 Years’ Service at Cave 
Spring; Clayton H. Hollingsworth Becomes 
Institution’s Superintendent. 


CAVE SPRING, Ga., July 1.— 
James Coffee Harris, for the yast 21 
years superintendent of the Geor- 
gia School for the Deaf here, to- 


day relinquished his post to Clay- 
ton H. Hollingsworth, a former 
teacher here, who recently was 
graduated from the Gallaudet 
School for the Deaf in Washing- 
tion. The retiring superintendent 
is a brother of the late United 
States Senator William J. Harris, 
of Georgia. He now becomes su- 
perintendent emeritus, by direc- 
tion of the board of control. 

Mr. Harris, now approaching his 
80th birthday, thus brought to-a 
close a total of six decades of 
service to educational institutions 
in the state—a service which re- 
cently brought warm commenda- 
tion from the board of control 
upon acceptance of his resigna- 
tion. 

“The board members believe 
that probably no other teacher or 
school executive in our state has 
had a longer record of service,” 
said Mrs. Albert M. Hill, secre- 
tary, at that time, “nor more as- 
surances of the love and admira- 
tion of pupils and the respect and 


commendation of parents than has 
come to you.” 

Mr. Harris, through whose ef- 
forts hundreds of deaf children 
have learned an enjoyment of life 
of which they otherwise might 
have been deprived, has been 
executive head of the school since 
1916.

Long-staple variety of cotton 
can be grown profitably once more 
in Georgia, Manning S. Yeomans, 
state entomologist, is convinced, 
following receipt yesterday of a 
cotton factor’s report which con- 
firmed an “outlet for any sea Iis- 
land cotton that might be offered.”

Out of Balloting. 


New Name, 


DUBLIN, July 1.—(4#)—Ireland 
voted today for a new name, a new 
parliament and a new constituticn 
—and did it quietly. 

First results were not expected 
until late tomorrow and the final 
result until Saturday. 

The new name was “Eire” (pro- 
nounced airy); the new parliament 
was redistributed to have 138 
members instead of 159, and the 
new constitution was designed to 
wipe out the last ties with Gre vt 
Britain. 

Supporters of fiery President 
Eamon de Valera, seeking re-elec- 
tion, predicted they would “hold 
their own,” 

Backers of William T. Cosgrave, 
presidential aspirant fighting for 
his political life, said the de Va- 
lera party would not increase its 
parliamentary majority and might 
even receive a severe set-back. 

Both groups contended the new 
constitution would be _ indorsed. 
The President stood upon his rec- 
ord and asked to be returned for 
another five years “to carry out 
the work that remains to be done.” 
Cosgrave said Ireland’s economic 
ills stemmed from the Govksjven’s 
efforts to leave Britain and said 
‘“vye must put English money into 
the pockets of Irish farmers... ” 

Polling was light until a few 
hours before closing when a rush 
began.

FOR TAVERN SLAYING' 


Fourth Member of Gang 
Saved Few Hours Be. 
fore Execution. 


OSSINING, N. Y., July 1—(P)— 
Three men were executed in the 
Sing Sing electric chair tonight for 
the tavern holdup murder of 
Isaac Shain in Brooklyn last No- 
vember 8. 

The three were Anthony Gar- 
laus, Harry Eisenberg and Watson 
Edwards. 

Eisenberg, 43-year-old reputed 
graduate of Heidelburg University 
and master of 11 languages, went 
to the chair first. 

He entered the death chamber 
at 10:02 p. m. Atlanta time and 
was pronounced dead at 10:05. 

“Gentlemen,” he said, “one man 
is absolutely innocent. I ask you, 
men of the press, to implore the 
people to vote for abolition of cap- 
ital punishment so innocent men 
don’t go to the chair.” 

A fourth member of the group 
which participated in the holdup 
killing, 23-year-old Raymond 
Norton, was saved from the chair 
by a commutation of his sentence 
to life imprisonment a few hours 
before. 

Edwards, 25, was the second to 


die. He entered the death cham- 


‘ber at 10:06 and was pronounced. 


dead at 10:09. 

Garlaus, 34-year-old dapper, 
pock-marked leader of the group, 
died five minutes later. 

Edwards, accompanied by the 
Protestant prison chaplain, Dr An- 
thony Petersen, smiled. 

Garlaus, who walked in with

V—In the Future. 

In this series, we have seen that 
air lines have made important 
progress toward safety during the 
past ten years. We also have seen 
that air travel still has grave dan- 
gers in it.

A giant new air-conditioned liner. 


What about the future? Will 


there be better control of land- 
ing, perhaps “automatic” control 
for every plane? Will an invention 
be made to keep an airplane from 
burning up if the pilot does not 
shut off the motors before a crash? 
Will ways be found to keep air- 
planes from striking mountains? 


Those questions are for the fu- 
ture to answer, but I am hopeful 
that every one will be answered 
with a big “Yes!” We have enter- 
ed the age of flying, and we must 
solve all problems which have to 
do with safety. 

One of the interesting things 
now under way is an attempt to 
conquer a high altitude for regular 
transport service. A large avia- 
tion company, the TWA, is mak- 
ing tests, and at some future date 
hopes to be able to have its planes 


“= 


skim through the air regularly at 
the height of about six miles. 

At such a height, the tempera- 
ture is often 30 degrees below zero 
on a summer day. That may sound 
as if it would be too cold up 
there, but it is possible to build 
snug airplane cabins, and to heat 
them so the passengers would 
have a warm enough place to ride 
in. At such a height, it would also 
be necessary for oxygen to be 
added to the air breathed by the 
passengers. 

The reason for flying so high is 
to get above storms. Hundreds of 
tests of temperature and weather 
have been made with balloons sent 
up for checking purposes. The 
company also has sent D. W. Tom- 
linson, a pilot, on exploring trips, 
and he has learned a great num- 
ber of useful facts. 

If that upper level comes to be 
used for regular transport, “super- 
charger” planes will reach it in 
half an hour or less after leaving 
the ground. Then the passengers 
will have a clear, free path hun- 
dreds of miles ahead of them. The 
tallest mountain peaks will be far 
below, and there will be no need 
to fear a collision with one of 
them. 

A far-seeing plan of that kind 
is something for which we can

Dishonesty, Corruption Are 
Charged to Tennessee 
Employes. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., July 1.— 
(P)—Lewis S. Pope, special state 
investigator, said at the conclusion 
of a two-day hearing at Eastern 


State hospital today that criminal 
and civil action will result from 
the investigation. 

“The developments thus far at 
the hospital,” Pope said, “afford 
just another example of dishon- 
esty and corruption that has been 
prevalent in many state depart- 
ments during periods in the past.” 

He declined to say who would 
be involved in the civil or crim- 
inal action or to say when the 
action would be instituted. 

Hints “Influence of Superiors.” 

Pope asserted that some state 
employes had been influenced to 
“convert state property to them- 
selves,” by “actions of some of 
their superiors.” 


“The extent, of course, to which 
this practice has been carried 
out,” he said, “has not thus far 
been demonstrated, but it has de- 
veloped sufficiently to warrant the 
statement that many thousands of 
dollars in property and the serv- 
ice of state employes was re- 
ceived by heads of institutions 
and other departments of the 
state. 

“It is my fntention to carry 
this to a conclusion and if pos- 
sible develop it all. Each and ev- 
ery person guilty of it, and I have 
proof to sustain the charges, will 
be prosecuted criminally. Civil 
suits will be brought to recover 
money where it is belieyed there 
is a chance to collect it.” 

Corroborate Testimony. 

Three hospital employes corro- 
borated testimony given by other 
employes yesterday that state ma- 
terials had been trucked to the 
two farms of Dr. Howard M. Fran- 
cisco, resigned hospital superin- 
tendent. 

They also testified that they had 
been required to contribute to the 
Burgin Dossett campaign fund” 
last year.

NEW YORK, July 1.—(#)—De- 
scribing the Black-Connery wage 
and hour bills pending in congress 
as a “dangerous threat to indus- 
try,” Arthur Besse, president of 
the National Association of Wool 
Manufacturers, today sent Sena- 
tor Hugo Black in Washington a 
revised draft of the bills which he 
said would end this objection. 


Besse opposed in particular the 
provision in the Black-Connery 
bills for a labor standards board 
empowered to raise or lower for 
any particular industry the wage 
and hour minimums established 
by congress. 

He proposed instead congress 
establish a general wage and hour 
minimum for all industry which

—but not upward—for industries 
unable to meet that minimum. 

The revised draft, prepared by 
Besse at Black’s invitation, sug- 
gested the general wage minimum 
be set “on the ability of the most.

AGRICULTURE FEES 
REPORTED AS AMPLE 


Department To Have Suffi- 
cient Cash for Operation, 


Roberts Says. 


Commissioner of Agriculture Co- 
lumbus Roberts expressed be- 
lief the department would be able 
to operate normally during the 
next six months under the new 
fee system which became effective 
with the beginning of the fiscal 
year yesterday. 

The 1937 legislature provided 
that starting with the new fiscal 
year the department would be 
run on 97 per cent of the fees it 
collected. However, fees from Jan- 
uary to July of this year went into 
the state treasury. 

A total of $297,000 was collected 
by the department the first six 
months. , 

Estimating the department will 
receive $75,000 in fees during the 
next six ‘months, Commissioner 
Roberts said he had budgeted 
$100,000 for that period. The legis- 
lature, he said, set up a $1,000,- 
000 fund from which the depart- 
ment could borrow the last six 
months but any money taken from 
this fund must be paid back from 
next year’s fees. 

The commissioner said the Ag- 
ricultural Department, which re- 
ceived $137,500 in appropriations 
from January to June 30, will be 
able to operate on a smaller budg- 
et the remainder of the year. 

Fertilizer inspectors went off the 
payrolls yesterday, he said, de- 
creasing departmental costs and 
bringing a resultant drop in lab- 
oratory expenses.

NEW YORK, July 1.—(7)—

The highly sensitive condition of 
the foreign film market at the mo- 
ment is causing no end of worry 
in the studios. Quite naturally, it 
would, too, because the rapid de- 
velopment of movie trade abroad 
has made the United States only 
a contributing factor in the reve- 
nue derived from Hollywood pro- 
ductions. 

Twenty years ago the foreign 
film market amounted to nothing 
and wasn’t even recognized by 
American producers. Today every 
scenario must first be weighed on 
the international scales before it 
can be given a production okay. 

Just now the. Hays office is try- 
ing to smooth out disagreements 
with Germany, China, Mexico and 
England over questionable matter 
contained in several big features 
of recent release. 

Universal was forced to take 
much of the punch out of “The 
Road Back” because of threats of 
a Hitler ban.
